The U.S. Frigate Macrepontran, John Downes, | 
commander, arrived st this port in 37 days from 
tio Janeiro, and 93 days from Valparaiso. By 
this ship information ‘as been received from the 
latter place to March 18, and from the former to | 
May 13. The services which this ship has ren- | 
dered our commerce, in the Pacific Ocean, and | 
the correct, manly, and decisive conduct which | 
her commander has uniformly displaved, while 
cruising on a coast, involved in all the rivalries 
and animosities of political as well as hostile war- 
fare, merit the warmest admiration of our coun- 

trymen 

The Macedonian has been absent from the U. 
States 2 years, 7 months, and 10 days, during 
which time she has visited many parts of the Bra- 
zil, coasts of Chiliand Peru—bas been to the 
(‘olumbia river, on the N W. Coast of America 
—and has sailed over 58,000 miles.—She has lost 
29 men—24 by disease, 3 drowned, and 2 killed 
by the Spaniards—of the number were a Chap- 
lain, a Lieutenant, and two Midshipmen. 

The U.S. Frigate Constellation, capt. Ridgley, 
sailed from Valparaiso for Coquimbo, the 10th of 
March. Nothing particularly important had re- 
cently taken place in Chili, News had been re- 
ceived from Peru to the close of February, at 
which time Gen. San Martin remained about 
Aura, 80 miles from Lima, with an army of about 
7000 to 8000 men.

It 
being assented to by Capt. Downes, this compli- 
ment was exchanged with the utmost good will, 
This. circumstance is mentioned as being a pecu- 
liar act of courtesy on the part of the British 
commander, and one not often shewn by British 
ships of war to those of the United States. 


From the Norfolk Heral/!, June 22. 
Statue of Washington. 


We stated a few davs ayo that the statue of 
Washington, executed at Rome by Canova, for 
the State of N. Carclina, was put on board the 
Columbus, which ship is probably now on her 
passage to the United States. Huving promised 
to give a more perticular notice of that superb 
piece of sculpture, we now proceed to the task. 
it is intended to represent the immortal hero iu 
the act of writing his farewell address: he is 
seated in an ancient Roman chair, his right leg 
drawn upin the usual sitting posture, the left 
carelessly extended along. In his richt hand he 
holds a pen, and in the left a scroli—at his feet 
the baton of a field marshal, and a sword of the 
shape of the old Roman falchion, turned at the 
point. He is clad in the Roman costume, the 
head and neck bare, a close vest and braceae, with 
a girdie round the waist, upon which is displayed 
Medusa’s snaky head, and other emblems of Ro- 
man taste. The toga, or cloak, is drawn close 
round the neck, and descends in luxuriant folds 
to the floor. The legs are bare to the knee, and 
the feet covered with sandals. The statue is of 
white marble, of the finest kind. It rests upon a 
pedestal of the same kind of marble, upon the 
sides of which are represented in emblematiz 
figures of the richest workmanship, the four prin- 
cipal events of Washington’s life: his taking the 
command of the A’verican armies—capture of the 
British army at York Town—resigning all his 
public trusts—and lastly, his retiring to private 
life in the tranquil occupation of a farmer. - It is 
said the artist has exercised his own taste entirely 
in the position and costume of the statue. It was 
represented to him that it was intended to be 
placed in the Hall of the Legislature of North 
Carolina, the dimensions of which were sent to 
him ; and it was stated to have been wished that 
the likeness should be taken at full length, as in 
the act of delivering an address. But the pro- 
vortions of the monument, with the apartment it 
was to occupy a place in, were of primary impor- " 
tance to a just exhibition of it, and he found that 
they could not be preserved in any other way 
than by reducing the statue toa sitting posture.— 
With regard to the dress, it is sa:d he could not 
hazard his reputation by attempting any other 
than that which was most familiar with him, and 
which is best adapted to his taste and genius. In 
the opinion of amateurs, this is Canova’s happiest 
effort.—su he has been heard to declare himself, 
and the Pope and Cardinal Gonsalvi have expres- 
sed the same opinion. It is related of this ac- 
complished artist, that he expressed the must 
heaitfelt satistactivn at having an opportunity of
